Republican Senators Decline 


to Meddle 


In the Contest for the Senate in the 
Doubtful States. 


No “Steering Committee” to Be 


Chosen to Do Dirty Work. 


A Story That Cleveland Tendered Hill a 
Cabinet Position—Latest Announce. 
ments of Offictal State Votes— 
Political Gleanings.

Wasninoton, Dec. 15.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Republican Senato- 
rial caucus met again at 10 this morn- 
ing and further discussed the pro- 
gramme to be followed be the party in 
regard to the prospective Senatorial 
contests in several Western States. A 
resolution offered by Senator Hawley of 
Connecticut was adopted authorizing 
the chairman, Senator Sherman, to ap- 
point acommittee of five Senators to 
take into consideration the wisdom and 
propriety of Senatorial interference in 
these contests. The obvious purpose of 
the resolution isto reflect unpleasantly 
upon the ‘‘pernicious activity’ of the 
Democratic Caucus Committee in this 
matter. 

Further than this nothing was done 
except to discuss the general outlook in 
the West, and the result of this was to 
greatly encourage the Western Sena- 
tors, inasmuch as it is demonstrated 
that’their Eastern colleagites were by 
no means lukewarm in the matter. 

The Senators who participated in the 
discussion were Sanders, Perkins, Du- 
bois, Warren, Manderson, Paddock, 
Hoar, Lake, Hawley, Morrill, Carey 
and Sherman. The consensus of opin- 
ion expressed was that while the Sena- 
tors did not desire nor pretend to inter- 
fere with States in carrying out the 
willoftbe people, it was the duty of 
Republican Senators to resent strenu- 
ously the assertions cf Democrats who 
are now trying to pervert public sen- 
timent. It was shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the caucus that the Demo- 
cratic “steering -committee’’ had no 
ground upon which to stand when it 
gave out an authorized interview in 
New York, and in corroboration of this 
some figures were produced. In Ne- 
braska, it was said by speakers, the 
Democrats had not four members in the + 
entire Legislature, and in Kansas but 
seventeen. In North Dakota the Re- 
publicans had a clear majority of nine 
in both branches, and in Wyoming five. 
in California and Montana the vote was 
close, with the Populists holding the 
balance of power. 


Senator Morrill made a strong speech } 


in which he deprecated the assertions 
made by Democrats, and urged Repub- 
licans to do whatever might be neces- 
sary to make plain the fact that such 
assertions were based npon assumptions 
of a most violent character, and insult- 
ing to the integrity and honesty of the 
Republican party. 

One of the active members of the 
caucus said it was not the intention of 
the Republicans to appoint any so- 
called ‘steering committee’’ for the 
reafon that the only purpose of such 
committee could be to exercise an im- 
proper influence upon the legislators in 


the States in question. 


HILL AND CLEVELAND. 


A Story that the Former Has Been Ten- 
dered a Cabinet Piace Denied. 

AuBany (N. Y.,) Deo. -15.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Times-Union 
tonight, under Washington date, says 
that United States Senator Hill has 
been tendered the portfolio of State by 
Presideut-elect Cleveland. This is fol- 
lowing the custom to give tothe leading 
opponent this portfolio. The Senator 
was approached while in New York by 
a close friend of Cleveland. As a re- 
sult Cleveland and Hill met in Balti- 
more later on, where all differences 
were healed and Cleveland in person 
tendered Hill the portfolio of State. 
This would result in the following 
changes in the New York State govern- 
ment: Flowerand Hon. Edward Mur- 
phy, Jr., will both be sent to the United 
States ,Senate, placing Lieut.-Gov. 
Sheehan in the Governor's chair. 

New York, Dec. 15.—President-elect 
Cleveland, when shown the Albany dis- 
patch about Hill being offered the 
portfolio of State, said: ‘So far as I 
know there is not a single word ef 
truth in this statement.”’ 

Wasaineton, Dec. 15.—Senator Hill 
was seen this evening and said he had 
not been offered a position in Cleve- 
land’s Cabinet and did not expect to be 
offered one. 


THE SITUATION IN KANSAS. 


Populists and Democrats May Cnite on a 
Senator. 

Topeka (Kan.,) Dec, 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}] Democratic leaders 
from all parts of the State are here to 
attend the meeting of the Democratic 
Central Committee to decide the Sena- 
torial question. Numerous candidates 
are in the feld, but John Martin seems 


to have a lead which will be 
hard to overcome, the belief be- 
ing that he can best unite 


all members ofthe party. With the aid 
of one Democrat the Populists can 
elect a Senator, and Senator O'Brien, 
although a straight Democrat, makes it 
impossible to elect other than a fusion- 
ist. The conference occupied all tne 
afternoon ’and part of the evening. 
Nothing was decided beyond a genera! 
understanding that an attempt will be 
made by the Democrats to hold the 
balance of power in the Legislature.

BLAINE’S CONDITION. 


Reassuring Reports Still Given Out 
by His Friends. 


The ex-.Secretary, However, is Said to Be 
a Dying Man, and to Be Prepar- 
ing Himself for the 
Final Struggle.

Wasuinoton, Dec. 15.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Areporter who called 
at the Blaine mansion this morning was 
informed that Blaine was a little better 
and very comfortable. 

Dr. Johnson, Blaine’s physician. today 
said that there is notruth whatever in 
the statement that Blaine is dying. In 
fact, so far from being in acritical con- 
dition, when he left him yesterday aft- 
ernoon Blaine was sittiug. up in bed, 
feeling very comfortable, and'there has 
been so little cause for alarm since that 
he had not thought it necessary again 
to-visit the patient. The rumor that 
"Bidine was in extremia is supposed to 
have arisen from the fact that his 
daughter, Mrs. Damrosch, came over 
from New York to see him. 

It is said that the Washington climate 
does not agree with Blaine, and that as 
soon as possible he will go either to 
Aiken, S. C., or Florida, instead of 
waiting until he is strong enough to go 
to California, as originally intended. 

Inquiry at Blaine’s residence tonight 
elicited simply the response, 
Blaine’s condition is abont the same.”’ 
From other sources it is learned that 
his condition is less favorable than this 
morning, and that not only is there no 
doubt that he isa very sick man, but 
his present condition excites the grav- 
est fears. A person qualified to speak, 
by reason of relationship with the fam- 
ily, said that Blaine’s trouble is with 
the kidneys. These become congested 
whenever he takes cold. Further- 
more, his throat and lungseare affected 
and his system 18 growing weaker dav 
by day. 

He speaks freely upon the subject of 
death. He is preparing for the end, 
which he realizes can not be a great 
way off. A loving father, the death of 
three children within a comparatively 
brief period, has sorely stricken him, 
and his grief has hastened the progress 
of the malady with which he is afflicted. 

New York, Dec. 15.—Joseph Manley 

of Maine, who returned tonight from a 
visit to Wasltiington, savs thatthe re- 
ports about Blaine’s ill health are 
greatly exaggerated, and that the ex- 
Secretary is feeling first. rate. The re- 
port of his joining the Catholic Church, 
Manley declared, is ridiculous. 
ONew York, Dec. 15.—The World's 
Washington correspondent says: ‘The 
condition of ex-Secretary Blaine's 
health is serious. Heis suffering from 
kidney disease. The disease is accom- 
panied by a sympathetic attack of sub- 
acute bronchitis and edema of the 
lungs.’’

Cuicaco, Dec. 15.—Detectives today 
unearthed a concern that fora hong 
time has been turning out thousands of 
bogus tickets of the Louisiana lottery 
andother concerns. J. B. Stanger, who 
was found on the premises, was held for 
the grand jury in $1000 bonds. , Litb- 
ographers tools and stones worth @3000 
were found, and immense piles of bo- 
gus tickets gathered up. Stanger was 
only a workman in charge, and who is 
behind him is:not known. The coun- 
terfeits are perfect. It is estimated 
that the counterifciters disposed of half 
a million tickets at full price.

I[f the 
Indian farmer gets more rupees for 30 
shillings in gold, which his wheat real- 
izes in J.ondon today, than he did for 
40 shillingsten years ago, how could 
Europe and America market their crops 
in the face of such competftion’ 
While the collapse of silver stimulated 
Indian exports at the expense of the 
British farmer, it was similarly creat- 
ing an enormous competition. Bombay 
was sending cotton to China at the ex- 
pense of Lancashire. What India 
gained by the falling of exchange she 
more than lost by the hesitation of 
British capitalists to invest in India. 
India’s indebtedness to Great Britain 
compelled her to sell annually in Lon- 
donat least eighty million ounces of 
silver more than was produced by all 
the mines in America. Could it be 
said, then, that England had no inter- 
est in the silver question? He would 
not complain of the attitude of France, 
which was already amply provided 
with silver currency. With a 
stationary population, steady bank 
rate and small Eastern’ trade 
the French interest in silver could 
not fora moment compare with the 
English. The fail of prices in England 
was driving farms out of cultivation 
and putting the landed ixterest into th® 
hands of mortgagecompanies. History 
was fullof warnings. Financial strug- 
gles had led to social struggles and 
sometimes to revolution. Governments 
alone could undo the mischiefs govern- 
ments havedone.

Panis, Dec. 15.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The confusion through- 
out the sitting of the Chamber of Dep- 
nties today, caused by the discussion of 
the Boisserin proposals, was such as 
has not been known beforein years. M. 
Hourgeois, Minister of Justice, had pre- 
viously announced that he would oppose 
the Boisserin proposalto invest the 
Panama committee with judicial pow- 
ers. When the matter was called up 
by M. Hubbard, a motion for discus- 
sion of the proposal was supported by 
Ribot, the Premier. Brisson, president 
of Investigating Committee, 
moved that the chamber adjourn. The 
committee, he said, would hgve dim- 
culty in fulfilling its task, but if the 
proposals were brought to discussion 
with the approval of the Chamber, the 
committee would support them. In the 
name of the committee Brisson then 
made an attack on Ribot and Bourgeois. 
his language being at times intemper- 
ate. 

Bourgeois answered, saying. that the 
ministry was determined to ‘bring the 
Matter to a settlement. A vote was 
then taken, and resulted 424 to 122 in 
favor of proceeding with the discussion 
of the bill in accordance with the Gov- 
ernment’s desire. Bourgeois then pro- 
ceeded to forcibly state the objections 
of the ministry to the Boisserin pro- 

* posal. They wished a searching in- 
quiry, but it must conform with the 
fundamental principles of the state. 
If this matter could not be decided once 
for all at the present sitting, the Cab- 
inet would resign. The ministry had to 
deal with the enemies of the republic, 
men ceaslessly engaged in disseminating 
among the people calumny and venom- 
ous falsehoods. 

Brisson retorted that perhaps the 
ministry was the power most inimical 
to Republican union. 

This inuendo aroused a storm of pro- 
tests, amid which Ribot arose and made 
an eloquent appeal to Republicans to 
rally around the flag of the republic. 

M. de Launay then accused De Frey- 
cinet, ex-Minister of War, of being 
responsible, to a great degree, for the 
Panama scandal, and asked why M. 
Herzhad been decorated with the cross 
of the Legion of Honor at the request 
of questionable politicians. 

De Freycinet replied thatthe honor 
was granted at the request of many 
scientific men, who praised Herz highly 
for his electrical work. 

Bourgeois promised the Investigat- 
ing Committee all possible assist- 
ance from the government, and 
the vote at the end of the dis- 
cussion was 271 to 265 #£against 
the Boisserin proposals. This is re- 
garded as tantamount to a vote of con- 
fidence in the government, although 
the narrowness of the majority had a 
depressing effect on the bourse. 

While the vote was being taken the 
greatest confusion prevailed, and there 
were numerous personal wrangles. The 
Boulangist Deputy Gabriel shouted 
insulting remarks to the Republican 
Deputy Irene, but when the latter 
challenged him he refused to fight a 
duel. 

Brisson and other committeemen of 
the Extreme Right are expected to re- 
sign at tomorrow's meéting of the In- 
Vestigating Committee. 

A rumor is afioat to the effect that 
the governmeut has decided to arrest 
the managers of the Panama Canal 
Company, charged with complicity in 
the alleged frauds. The situation 
grows in gravity. Either the Ministry 
or the Investigating Committee will 
resign tomorrow. In _ reality the 
Ministery in vote in the chamber today 
was in the minority, since there was 
only an apparent majority of six votes. 
The vote of eight ministers was a vote 
for themselves, which is contrary to all 
precedent. 

New scandals and more revelations 
are announced for tomorrow. Three of 
those talked about are politicians and 
one of them isin the Cabinet. It will 
aliend in a Presidential crisis aud res- 
ignation of the Cabinet. 


EZETA'S CLOSE CALL. 


Salvador. 

Panama, Dec. 15.—[ By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.]

. State that a plot to kill President Ezeta 
was discovered a few daysago. The 
plot was formed by Salvador exiles in 
Guatemala. The President was invited 
to a banquet at San Salvador at which 
an italian hired to assassinate 
him had been detailed to-serve as a 
waiter. When the guests were seated 
the police, who had been informed: of 
the plot, arrested the Italian. He con- 


fessed that he had been hired for $5 to 
commit the murder.

The 
story of the attempted assassination as 
they heard it is as follows: 

President Hippolyte was:in bed in his 
palace, when one of the attendants saw 


a man slipping along the corridor to- 
ward the President's room. The at- 


Aendant grappled with the man and was 


Stabbed inthe shoulder. Other attend- 
ant’s came and the man was bound. 
He was asked what his object was in 
visiting the palace and said: ‘To kill 
Hippolyte.’’ He was then taken out 
and shot. 

An investigation was had, and it was 
found that the man got into the grounds 
by breaking through the fence. The 
next day six of the guards were shot 
for allowing the man_to get into the 
house, and the»tieutenant who com- 
manded them was sentenced to be shot. 
A son of Hippolyte, however, inter- 
ceded for the lieutenant and his life 
was spared, though he:is still in prison. 

It is believed that the attempted as- 
sassination was the result of a conspir- 
acy in which some people in Hippolyce’s 
household were implicated. On the 
other hand, his enemies claim that no 
attempt was made to assassinate him, 
and that Hippolyte simply took the oc- 
casion to get rid of followers whose 
fidelity he suspected.

The case has been on trial for three 
days. and has been replete with sensa- 
tional charges and counter charges. 
Gray was employed as business man- 
ager by the manager of the Mail and 
Express under a five vears’ contract, 
At the end of three years he was dis- 
missed by Shepard. Among the reasons 
given was ‘“‘incompatibility.”’ Gray’s 
suit was for two vear’s salary, or about 
‘twenty thousand dollars. Shepard 
charges that the ‘incompatibility”’ 
in violent language and 
general conduct incompatible with his 
(Shepard’s) wishes. Gray charged 
that the real reason of his dismissal 
was that he refused to bribe Commis- 
sioner McClave to secure for the Mail 
and Express election advertising. Both 
sides made charges of drunkenness 
against each other, and the testimony 
has been such as to attract large and 
interested audiences in search of de- 
velopments. 

When the proceeedings commenced 
today Lawyer Parsons opened for Shep- 


osity to Gray, and argued that Gray 
himself admitted the violence which 
had marked his conduct in the Mailand 
Express office. He dwelt upon the evi- 
dence which showed that curing busi- 
ness hours Gray often resorted tothe 
Astor House bar and ran the gamut of 
drinks from beer to champagne. He 
criticised Gray for breach of hospitality 
in uttering the charge that his host was 
a drunkard. Parsons contended that 
the sworn denials of Police Com- 
missioner McClave and others con- 
victei Gray of lying when he 
testified that he applied to Mc- 
Clave for election advertising for the 
Mail and express. He argued tbat if 
the interpretation put by Grav on the 
$5000 check sent him by Shepard for 
‘‘commissions’’ were sincere, then 
Gray’s agtion amounted to the condona- 
tion of crime, for ingtead of detending 
his honor he placed the money to his 
own credit inthe bank. He maintained 
also that Gray’s demanding from Skep-

THE GEARY LAW. 


The Report That Chinese Have Censed 
Oppositioa to [t Untrae. 

San Francisco, Dec. 15.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| Inforthation was re- 
ceived from the Federal authorities yes- 
terday that word had been sent by the 
Chinese Six Companies that there would 
be no further resistance made to the 
Geary registration law. It was said 
that opposition to the enforcement 
of the Geary act would be dis- 
m account of the de- 
cision of JWstice McKenna, of the 
United States Circuit Court, in the ha- 
beas corpus case of Ng Hoy Low and the 
opinion of Judge Billings of Louisiana, 
declaring the law constitutional. 

At the Chinese consulate, however, 
Secretary Tang Hang, speaking for the 
consul, denied that opposition to the 
Geary act would be withdrawn. ‘By 
the last mail from China,”’ he said, this 
consulate received an official reply 
from the Chinese government to a mon- 
ster-petition sent by Chinese this 
country to the Emporor asking his assist- 
ance. The communication is signed by 
Prince Chung, chief of the Department 
of State, andsays thatthe Emperor 
pledges his word to make overturés to 
the United States Government with a 
view to opening negotiations that will 
lead to a reasonable modification of the 
law affecting Chinese subjects as it 
stands today. The Chinese people here 
are assured that there will be no delay 
about measures being taken by the Em- 
peror to secure speedy relief, and the 
Six Companies are in no wise coun- 
seled to abandon the opposition here- 
tofore maintained against the law.’’ 

Hartrorp (Ct.,) Dec. 15.—Sam Ping 
Lee, a Chinese lawyer of New York, 
who is president of the Chinese Equal 
Ri lub, said today, in an interview, 
that theiGhinese in this country do not 
intend to comply with the actof Con- 
gress requiring them to register and de- 
posit photographs with local collectors 
of internal revenue before May 1, under 
penalty of expulsion from the country. 
The Chinese have combined, engaged 
counsel and will contest the constitu- 
tionality of the act. There are 450 
Chinamen in the internal revenue dis- 
trict of Connecticut, which comprises 
Connecticut and Rhode Island, not one 
of whom has registered. 


BRIGGS AT His BEST. . 


The Professor Waxes Eloquent in 
His Defense. 


Words That Brought Forth Ringing’ Ap- 
plause in the New York Presby- 
tery—A Powerfal Pilea fora 
Verdict of Acqaittal.

New York, Dec, 15.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Rev. Dr. Briggs resumed 
his defense this afternoon before the 
New York Presbytery. He commenced 
his argument today with a discussion of 
the discipline of the church. He did 
not recognize the infallibility of the 
Pope and most certainly He did not 
recognize the infallibility of the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly. The prose- 
cution had perverted the statements in 
his inaugural address and misrepre- 
sented his meaning. 

‘After quoting at length from the in- 
augural address and citing passages 
from the scriptures in support of his 
position, Ae exclaimed with uplifted 

and: 


Standing in the divine presence and 
weighing well every word I say I welcome 
this contest, and as you stand in the pres- 
ence of a higher court than any organized 
by man, I challenge you upon your faith 
and trust in God to a righteous verdict. 

There was an outburst of applause, 
especially from the crowded galleries. 

Briggs said of the Bible that it should 
be handled with reverent hands, because 
it contains the divine word and inspired 
injunctions which lead to eternal salva- 
tion, from God. ‘‘The Bible,’’ said he, 
‘“‘was not written by infallible pens. 
There are many errors in it, but they 
are not errors of deceit; they are hu- 
man errors, showing lack of. knowl- 
edge.”’ 

Briggs then took up considerable time 
ina very interesting review of the most 


these discrepancies. He summed up 
the verdict of all authorities as sus€ain- 
ing his position, and declared he placed 
the word of God against the clumsy 
charges of an arrogant party of self-de- 
ceptionists who would destroy the Pres- 
byterian Church and make it only a 
sect. 

The trial then adjourned to Monday.

A Condemned Murderer At- 
tacks His Guard, 


And Then Carves Himself in a 
Manner. 


Kansas Doctors Complete the 
by Cutting Out His Bowels.

The Expiring Wretch Declines to Make 
Any Confession of the Murder—A 
Desperado’s Wonderfal Dis- 
play of Nerve.

Leavexworta (Kan.,) Dec. 15.—[By 
the Associated Press.| Early this 
morning C, A. Benson, Theresa Mett- 
man’s murderer, made a vigorous at- 
tempt with a+murderous knife upon 
Capt. Morgan, the aged death watch. 
Benson slashed and cut him about the 
face in aterrible manner. The wounds, 
however, are not considered daagerous. 
The old man pleaded so hard for mercy 
that Benson said he could not find the 
heart to kill him. 

The disturbance brought the jailers, 
and as they were coming upstairs Ben+ 
soh plunged the knife twice into his 
left side. The condemned man told 
them that he had taken poison and 
would die in five minutes. They have 
not discovered the nature of the poison 
Benson took. At noon he was in an un- 
conscious condition and all efforts made 
to revive him proved fruitless. The 
wourdsin his breast have a horrible 
appearance. They would prove fatal 
without the aid of poison. 

Shortly after Benson's attempt at 
murder and suicide physicians were 
summoned. They administered opiates, 
opened Benson’s body and took out the 
stomach and bowels, but~ could find no 
trace of the poison. Both cuts, were ia 
the left side just under the ribs, and 
had severed the small blood vessels and 
there was considerable internal hemor- 
rhage. Sheriff Flora, who, with the 
doctors, told, Benson he wouli die, asked 


| if he desired to see a preacher and his 


wife. He answered, affirmatively, 
‘“Yes,”? and a clergyman was sent for. 
Benson, however, declined to say any- 
thing. . 

When his wife arrived Benson simply 
shook his head and kissed her. She 
broke down with grief and was taken 
away. The doomed man then expressed 
a desire to see Sheriff Flora alone and 
the room was cleared. He was told he 
could not live, and Flora asked him if 
he had anything tosay. Benson denied 
being the murderer and reiterated the 
disclosures made to Sheriff Flora ana 
the jailer, which have been before pub- 
lished. This is all the man would say, 
and the physicians resumed their labors 
with him. 

Benson died at 7:20 o'clock tonight, 
never fully ragaining consciousness 
after the administration of chloroform 
prior to the examination of his stom- 
ach. He exhibited the utmost sang 
frotd and made no confession of his 
most brutal murder of Mrs. Metteman, 
‘nor expressed the slightest regret at 
the attempted murder of his watch. 

The body is still at the jail, and will 
be disposed of as Sheriff Flora deems fit. 


FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


A Lively Discussion Over the World's Fair 
Sanday Question. 

Dec. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The morning session 
of the Federation of Labor was not im- 
portant, most of’it being devoted to 
discussion of propositions to cancel 
small loans made by the body to strik- 
ing organizations in the past. 

At the afternoon session a _ resolution 
was adopted declaring a boycott on the 
National Brewing Company of San 
Francisco. 

The report of the committee to which 
President Gompers’s report was re- 
ferred was then heard. The commit- 
tze concurred in most of the recom- 
mendations, and their concurrence was 
approved until the clause favoring the 
opening of the World’s Fair on Sun- 
jays was reached. There was a long 
discussion on this. Miss Kenney, of the 
shirt-ironers, opposed it on the ground 
that it was trenching upon the working 
people's rights toa day of rest. Other 
organizations, however, advocated it, 
and it was indorsed—50 to 19. 

There was a lengthy talk on the sub- 
ject of holding a labor congress 
at the Worcld’s Fair. Some dele- 
gates opposed the project as im- 
practicable, owing to the wide di- 
vergence of aims and opinions be- 
tween the working people of America 
and other countries. To test the sense 
of the federation, a motion was offered 
that the organization participate in an 
international labor congress in 1893, 
and debate on this was still going on at 
the time of adjournment. 


Dress Reform and Divorce. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 15.—The Women’s 
National Council, in tri-annual session, 
today listened to an extensive report on 
dress reform, presented by Mrs. F'ran- 
ces Russell. The report, after a discus- 
sion of all the forms of dress suggested, 
recommended one of a composite type— 
loose-waisted and short-skirted. After 
an exhaustive discussion the matter was 
deferred for a fiture meeting. 

The Committee on Equal Pay for 
Equal Work reported that efforts are 
being made to have a bill introduced in 
Congress making statutory provision for 
this reform, The Divorce Reform Com- 
mittee made a report outlining the 
work of the committee looking to the 
representation of women in the Na- 
tional Divorce Reform League.

The Humanities in the Case. 

A man who signs himself “George 
Millar’’ writes to Tar Times as follows: 

Just because a Man‘ has had some luck 
in business, it is presumed that He ont- 
classes a Man with ten times his Brain, 
who has not been so successful. It is 
time there was an end tosuchrot. The 
almigthy dollar is the Brand which has 
been adopted by the Republican party. 
It was made the Kepublican Standard. 
A campaing was fought out on th e dol- 
lar issue, and what do we face’? Abso- 
lute defeat! Beaten at all Points! 
routed Horse and foot. What figure 
could McKinley cut with his magnifi- 
cent theory of the benefits of the pro- 
tective tariff, when people read of 
Homestead with its dead and dying, 
and Carnegie giving thousands of dol- 
lars to libraries abroad. Theory went 
down as it ever will before facts. The 
time is ripe for a party founed on the 
Humanities and such a one, once born 
will tind me in the Ranks fighting for 
it. And unless the Republican party 
will abandon its Golden Idols, and take 
up the causc of the people its days are 
numbered. 

Assuming that our correspondent is 
indeed the champion of Brain and the 
Humanities as against the sordid influ- 
ence of the Almighty Dollar, we hasten 
toinformhim that we are with him, 
and the Republican party has already 
committed itselfto that side of the 
question in a thousand ways. But this 
will not satisfy him. It is plainly to 
be seen that our cosrespondent is one 
of those people who see through a glass 
darkly, and what he sees is colored by 
the glass—or its contents. 

Because the Republican party did not 
patthe rioting Homestead operatives 
on the back and tell them they were 
noble patriots, fighting for human lib- 
erty, this correspondent, no doubt, and 
thousands of other people of about his 
average of intelligence, turned their 
backs upon the Republican party and 
repudiated the policy which has made 
the laboring classes of the United 
States the most prosperous of any coun- 
tryonearth. This correspéndeut wants 
a party established on the Humanities 
which would say to the Homestead 
operatives, ‘‘Take the works,’’ and 
which would forbid Mr. Carnegie to 
lavish his wealth on foreign (and home) 
libraries. That is about the gist of it. 

And now that the humanities are 
called into question, and the ‘‘dead and 
dying’? at Homestead are referred to, 


and we cannot avoid recalling both 
the events that are comparatively re- 
mote and others that are recent. 

When the angry mob assembled on 
the bank of the Allegheny River to op- 
pose the landing of the force of Pink- 


jertons, who respected the humanities 


there? Not only did the mob open fire 
upon the men on the boat and shoot 
them down whenever one of them ex- 
pod himself to view, but after they 
had all retired to the hold of the barge, 
and whenthey offered no further re- 
sistance, the siege still continued. 
When the beaten and demoralized Pink- 
ertons attempted to hoist a white flag 
they were fired upon. The mob then 
tried to blow the barge up with dyna- 
mite bombs and destroy all on board. 
Failing in this, they tapped*the oil 
tanks and tried to throw streams of 
oil upon the itmprisoned victims, the 
object being to set the oil afire and 
burn several hundred poor wretches 
alive. Whenatug came on the scene 
for the purpose of towing the be- 
leagured barge away, a cannon was 
trained upon the tug anda few'shots 
obliged it to return. Nothing, appar- 
ently, was satisfactory to the rioters 
but toshoot, or burn,or drown the people 
whom they were attacking and to whom 
they denied the privilege of surrender. 
When all of their devilish attempts to 
accomplish the total extinction of the 
Pinkertons had failed, and when, after 
a parley, the imprisoned men surren- 
aered to the officers of the law and were 
taken ashore, this mob did not even re- 
spect the helplessness of unarmed pris- 
oners, but pounced upon them like a 
pack of ravenous wolvtés. Some of the 
prisoners were beaten and kicked into 
insensibility; some were killed outright. 
In one instance a fury in the form of a 
woman jabbed the end of her parasol 
into the face of a prisoner and gouged 
one of his eyes out. 

So much for the ‘shumauities’’ that 
found play on that fateful day of the. 
Homestead riot. And what have we 
seen since? The mob finally overawed 
and held in sullen subjection by a force 
of State militia. Had this force been 
withdrawn at any time within three or 
four months after the outbreak, pande- 
momium would have been let loose 
again, and neither the rights of prop- 
erty nor life would have been respected. 
What have been the most-recent devel- 
opments? That a cold-blooded scheme 
Was entered into between the lead- 
ers of the labor organizations and 
a cook in. the employ of the 
Carnegie ‘Company, whereby  poi- 
son was to be administered to the 
non-union workmen in the mill. The 
intent. we are told, was not to kill the 
men outright, but. merely to make them 
sick; and the cook was to receive 
$5000 as a contingent fée whenever 
he succeeded in making so many sick 
that the mills would be obliged to close 
down. A good‘many of the men were 
made sick by this dosing, and six of 
them, eontrary to the calcuiations of 
the humane poisoners, had the bad 
taste to die. We are told that the 
leaders of the Homestead labor organi- 
zations deny complicity in this hellish 
plot, but, on the other hand,. it is| 


charged that a chain of incriminating 
evidence has been drawn about them.

The 
fifth section expressly refers to such 
lands as had been sold, which had not 
been conveyed, “to or for the use of 
such companies.’’ It is not required 
that the sale by the railroad companies 
shall have been made on its part in 
good faith, but only that the purchaser 
shall have bought in good faith. That 
it was sold under a claim of the grant to 
another in good faith is the ground of 
his equity. In order that the remedy 
may be adequate to redress the wrong, 
the word ‘‘grant’’ in the fifth section 
must be construed to include, as it does 
in the preceding sections of the act, 
both primary and indemnity limits. 
Those who have purchased from the 
railroad company on time agreements, 
and have made only partial. payments, 
ll also be protected. 

e have seen a letter from the law 
department of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad to a land purchaser within the 
forfeited grant, stating that the com- 
pany will refund to him all money paid 
as-principal and interest.

Telephone vs. Telegraph. 

Los ANGELES, Dec. 15,—[To the Editor of 
THE TrMes.| The * pounders’ do not 
propose to yield to the telephone as a trans- 
mitter of intelligence without a kick, and 
that kick is herewith. You cannot patent 
your Morse telegraph funeral oration, for 
it may read by the New York Herald just 
about forty years ago, when the Baine 
telegraph system was brought out. But 
the Morse system still lives, and Baine’s 
it was that died. And itis in place to say 
here that it is a most. xemarkable fact that 
we are now using the identical alphabet 
Morse started with, withouta dot or dash 
added to or ome taken therefrom. And 
against all the other inventions of House, 
Hughes, etcetera. it has gained the field of 
‘the civilized world, and holds it, for dura. 
bility, Ccheapness—and, for average work— 


speed. AndIdesire totell you and your 


20,000 readers thatno invention of the 
future, either telephone or telegraph, 
will have the ability to transmit an individ- 
ualaverage commercial message, over a 
workable circuit—be it one mile or two 
thousand miles—quicker than is now done 
by the old Morse system. 

You dream thatin the future your ‘As. 
sociated Press’ will be coming to you by 
telephone, taken from it by shorthand, and 
then written out by the typewriter. You 
observe your speed is thus limited by the 
capacity of that machine, and you have 
gained nothing, for you are receiving it 
now through the same channel. copied at 
its utmost workable speed'direct from the 
Morse telegraph instrument. And Ido not 
see any practical gain in speed unless you 
can duplex the “‘hello’’ man at the receiver 
so he can dictate to two short-handers in 
the same breath. Possibly Gray may pro. 
duce such a man yet! And it would be no 
more wonderful than his already accom. 
plished feat of bringiug the New Yorker 
and the mau of Chicago face to face in con. 
versation. 

Again, thereis against your calculation 
the Wheatstone attachmentto the Morse 
system, which receives as fast as three 


typewriters can copy, and thus distances |. 


by thrée to one the telephone-stenographic 
typewriter scheme. 

You speak of cheaper labor. Now, this 
is against the spirit of the age, and, be- 
sides, itis more than questionable if com- 
petent stenographers can be obtained ata 
lower figure tham competent operators. 
As high a grade of intelligence is demanded 
inone asin the other, and certainly the 
talent and experience required of either 
should be paid for. 

You desire rates reduced. Well, you can 
have all that when you break up the exist- 
ing railroad monopoly, without the aid of 
thetelephone monopoly. Be it known to 
you now, if you are not already aware of it, 
that the strength of the telegraph mo. 
nopoly, and the high rates charged, is from 
the fact that Afty-two railroad companies--- 
all the large companies--- have leased their 
lines, and privileges of their rights-of-way 


‘for poles, and exclusive rights to offices in 


their stations .to the Western Union mo- 
nopoly, receiving therefor large sums of 
money and the passage of all their com- 
munications free. These leases shut out 
competition, and the payment of the leases, 
or subsidies, necessitate high tariffs on the 
business of the general public. 

Nothing in this must be considered dis- 
paraging to the telepbone—the eighth won- 
der of the world, and which should be rated 
first. It would bea hardihoodin any man 
to limitits future uses and capacity, but for 
reasons hinted abdve I deem it safe to as. 
sert it will not supersede the telegraph, but 
that the two will grow together, andina 
future, not far away, they will be found in 
the homes of the poor and rich alike, and 
with rates so cheap that their use will not 
be considered a burden, as now. R. R. H.

The Gould Lines Close Their 
Los Angeles Office. 


The Southern Paeifie Road and the 
Big Pecos Bridge. 


Why the New Structure Has Not 
Yet Been Used. 


A New Fast Fruit Line to Chicago— 
Passenger Rates Cut a Littie — 
General, Local and Personal , 

Rallroad Mention, 


With the énd of the present year the 
Missouri Pacific and Texas Pacific lines 
will cease to have an agency in Los An- 
geles, and will thereafter have no 
Southern California representatives. 
An order has been received from head- 
quartersto close upthe office at No. 
228 South Spring street. This action 
was somewhat of a surprise to Agent 
John T. Minson and Traveling Agent 
Frank Smith, who were but recently 
appointed to their positions. Coming 
sosoon after the death of Jay Gould, 
this looks as though the Gould system is 
about to inangurate a policy of econ- 
omv. Whatever business Missouri Pa- 
cificand Texas and Pacific lines re- 
ceived from Southern California was 
secured only by the hard work of the 
agents in this territory. 

MR. HUNTINGTON'S BRIDGE SCHEME. 

The San Francisco Examiner prints 
this about the Southern Pacific presi- 
dent’s latest maneuver: ‘Down in 
Téxas over the Pecos River Cajion Mr. 
Huntington has a big railroad bridge or 
viaduct. It is a steel structure that 
ranks as one of the very few long and 
very high bridges in the world, and it 
cost $1,200,000, It was completed in 
the early months of last summer, so it 
is not a matter of news at this late day 
to describe it at length. Allusion to it 


‘atallatthistime is made simply be- 


cause for some reason or other Mr. 
Huntington has not seen fit to utilize 
the bridge. Only one train has as vet 
run over it, and that was the’special 
train that brought him from New Or- 
leans to this city last April. None of 
the regular trains have ever crossed it, 
and there is asomewhat interesting 
story in the explanation of that fact. 

Mr. Huntington will be displeased to 
have the story told, because he has 
been quietly and industriously at work 
trying to perfect a plan for making 
some money out of the bridge before 
his scheme should get into the newspa- 
pers. Heis endeavoring to charge an 
extra 50 cents to every passenger 
crossing the bridge on his trains. . The 
annual aggregate of such a bridge toll 
would be apnice financial plum every 
year, andthose who know the thrifty 
side of Mr. Huntington's character are 
not at all surprised to hear of what he 
is going todo, if he can. If he finds 
out he cannot legally collect the toll he 
will begin running his trains over the 
bridge and abandon the old main line 
down on the bluffs of the cafion. He 
was shrewd enough to see thatif he had 
begun running trains over the bridge 
and then snbsequently tried to collect 
toll the law would have been against 
him and destroyed whatever possibility 
or probability of collecting it that may 
now exist. 

‘Hence, pending the work of his at- 
torneys and other employés in Texas to 
see if a toll cannot be collected, the 
bridge is going to be merely a thing of 
beauty. Itis not known whether Mr. 
Huntington will ask that privilege of 
the Texas Legislature if his lawyers ad- 
vise him that nothing in the existing 
laws sanctions suchatoll. Probably he 
will not, because there is a good deal 
of friction between him and the Legis- 
lature, and then it is said he would bave 
a hard time of it in trying to prove that 
a toll would be justifiable. 

“Tolls are collected on the Omaha 
bridge and the one at St. Louis, and 
Mr. Huntington is said to see no reason 
why he should not do the same on the 
Pecos bridge, but, as the people at 
Fourth and Townsend streets say they 
know nothing about the affair, his rea- 
sons in detail for so thinking cannot be 
obtained from them. Nor will they say 
that they know who owns the bridge. 
It was built for the Southern Pacitic 
Company’s use, and if there is a sepa- 
rate company owning it, it may be on 
the ground that Mr. Huntington asks 
that the railroad be allowed to collect‘a 
toll because it hasto pay the bridge 
company so much annually for its use. 
The fact that Mr. Huntington may be a 
member of the bridge company would 
not weaken his position in his own 
wind. 

“He has,in fact, eStablished some- 
what of a precedent for such a position. 
The oridge over the Coloradg River is 
not owned by his railroad. The Pacific 
Improvement Company owns that 
structure, and once a year it collectsa 
rental forits use from the Southern 
Pacific Company, andis a landlord of 
the ‘pound of flesh’ character. 

“If it turns out that a passenger on 
the ‘Sunset’ line is to be charged an ex- 
tra 50 cents for crossing the bridge, he 
willnot be compensated by havinga 
view of fine scenery. The region is 
dry and barren. Only in the wet sea- 
son is there anv water in the river, and 
the character in A Texas Steers who 
stated that with a little water and var- 
iety, a certain section of the Lone Star 
State would boom evidently alluded to 
the region about Mr, Huntington’s via- 
duct.”’ 

SCRAP HEAP. 

G. H. McMillan, commercial agent 
for the Southern Pacific at San Diego, 
is again at his post, after a short lay 
off on account of illness. 

The Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific lines have put on a daily fast 
fruit train service between Los Angeles 
and Chicago, making the trip in six 
days and eleven hours, 

Fred W. Thompson, passenger agent 
for the Rock Island, yesterday received 
a dray load of calendars for 1893, 
which he js anxious to distribute gratis. 
These calendars have bold, black 
figures. 

Los Angeles ticket brokers are ‘claim- 
ing to be able to cut the regular pas- 
senger rate to Chicago $2.50 below 
tariff and to St. Louis $1.50. Even 
the agreement to abolish paying com- 
missions does not seem to eiioaeael rate 
cutting. 

The Pennsylvania has obtained very 
satisfactory results from its new s 
tem of lighting tracks by electricity. 
The plan has been fully tested near 
Philadelphia, and will be extended to 
New York. The expense is'so great as 
to prevent the adoption of the plan by 
railroads with less local traffic.

Senator Peffer Says the Populists Will 
Oppose Tooth and Nall the Repeal 
of the Law Against Railway 
Pools—Washington Notes.

Wasninetox, Dec, 15.—|[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.] Senate.—A very strong 
presentation in favor of the claimant in 
the famous McGarrahan case was made 
in the Senate today hy Mr, Hunton of 
Virginia. The chief point made by him 
was that after the hearing before Presi- 
dent Lincoln, in which béth sides were 
represented by counsel, Lincoln decided 
in support of the claim and directed the 
issuance ofa patent. That patent was 
actually filled out and signed and was 
afterward, before McGarrahan knew of 
its existence, motilated in the land 
office of the Interior Department. The 
morning hour elapsed before the argu- 
ment closed, and the bill went over 
without action till Monday next in the 
morning hour. 

The Anti-option Bill was taken up. 
Mr. George continued his speech in fa- 
vor of it. 

At the conclusion of Mr. George's 
speech Mr. Washburn attempted—but 
failed—to have a time fixed for taking 
a vote next week. 

Adjourned till Monday. 

A motion that when the Senate ad- 
journ it be till Monday was opposed by 
Mr. Washburn in the interest of the 
Anti-option Bill.. The vote stood a tie, 
and the Vice-Piesident cast his vote in 
favor of adjournment to the time speci- 
fied. 

House.—The House agreed to the con- 
current resolution for a recess from De- 
cember 22 to January 4, and also 
adopted a resolution setting apart the 
day after the morning hour for business 
called up by the Committee on Indian 
Affairs. The bill making it unlawful 
for any common carrier to insert in any 
bill of lading a clause to relieve it from 
liability for loss in transportation of 
merchandise committed to its care was 
passed, 

The floor was then accorded the Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs. 

The first bill called was one authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
cover into the Treasury @48,800 of the 
appropriation for the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw Indians. Passed. 

Then was called up the resolution 
giving (in response to a request for 
information by the President in his 
message of February 17, 1892,) the 
opinion of the House that there is not 
sufficient reason for interference in the 
due execution of the law for the, pay- 
mentto the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations for their interest. in the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservation. 
After some discussion the resolution 
was agreed to. 

A bill was passed to ratify and con- 
firm the agreement with the Kickapoo 
Indians in Oklahoma Territory. 

Adjourned until Saturday. 


A HARMLESS INQUIRY. 


Arranging for the Proposed Investigation 
of the Treasury. 


Wasnincton, Dec. 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means was held 
this morning to consider the resolution 


to investigate the financial condition of 


the treasury. Some favored an investi- 
gation by the entire committee; others 
believed the results could be expedited 
by assigning the work toa sub-commit- 
tee. The matter was finally settled by 
the adoption of the following, pre- 
sented by Mr. Wilson of West Virginia: 

Resolved, that the inquiry devolved upon 
this committee by the resolution adopted 
by the Hiouse on the 13th inst. be conducted 
by a sub-committee, to be composed of five 
members, consisting of a chairman and 
four members appointed by him. 

This committee will be announced by 
chairman Springer before the holiday 
adjournment. 

On motion of Mr. Turnerit was re- 
solved that a resolution be presented to 
the House providing that the holiday 
recess should begin after the adjourn- 
ment of the House on the 22d inst. and 
continue until January 4.

Thé Populists in Con- 
gress have taken alarm at certain 
measures aimed atthe Interstate Com- 
merce Act. Senator Peffer today said 
he wished to call attention to some sig- 
nificant facts in connection with the 
pending Cullom bill to amend the act.

The Trouble With Raisins. 
[Fresno Expositor. 

Thus early in the season complaints 
are made thatthe market for Califor- 
nia raisins is being seriously impaired 
by the sale of inferior, imperfectly 
cured and poorly packed fruit. Doubt- 
less this.is true, for while the raisins 
of well-known packers, whose brands 
are a guarantee of the goods, meet with 
~e idy sale at good prices, fruit from 
ovher and little-known packers is very 
slow sale at much lower prices. it is 
time raisin-growers were learning that 
combinations merely to control prices 
will*not prevail until some general 
standard is fixed for raisins sent to mar- 
ket. The men who will not take pains- 
to cure and pack their fruit properly 
injure not only themselves but the en- 
tire raisin industry of California. Asa 
rule they are thé most impecunious 
among the growers, and are compelled 
to realize as soon as they can gettheir 
fruit to market. Laboring under the 
disadvantage of being compelled to sell 
atthe earliest moment for whatever 
they can get, they are so improvident 
and careless that they will not pay suf- 
ficient attention to the details of pick- 
ing, curing and packing to give their 
fruit 2 gvod standing in market. That 
explains why some men are over- 
whelmed with orders, at good prices, 
while others can hardly sell their goods 
at any price. Until this happy-go- 
lucky fashion of engaging in the raisin 
business is abolished we shall always 
have the present condition of affairs. 
Vineyardists complain about the cost of 
labor, the expense of packing and the 
heavy charges of ‘freight and commis- 
sions, when the chief fault lies with 
themselves. They will not study the 
details of their business and devote 
their time and attention striétly to it. , 
Raisins cannot be mace and marketed 
like hay. The sooner our raisin-grow- 
ers learn this fact the better for them 
and the better for the raisin industry of 
the entire State.

How are the Taxes to Be Cut 


Anonymous Correspondents to the Front— 
People Coming and Going—Varioas

An anonymous correspondent, who, for 
some reason conceals his identity over the 
rather general title of ‘“‘Taxpayer.”’ has a 
communication in the Star, in which, after 
kicking vigorously because a_ street 
sprinkler operated yesterday before the 
mud is all dried up, a vigorous protest is 
raised against electric lights for street 
illuminating purposes. Said “Taxpayer” 
says: ‘Like the electric lights and some 
other expensive luxuries of the city, we 
would rather have less of them and have 
our high tax bills reduced."’ 

Well, would we? “Taxpayer” is evidently 
a late arrival in the city, or he would know 
that the Board of Uity Trustees that imme- 
diately preceeded the present officials, and 
three cf whom are still members of the 
board, in their earnest efforts to enforce 
economical measures in every possible 
direction, took up this very question of 
street lighting, and shut off all but a very 
few lights in the business center. But the 
era ot darkness did not last long. The 
citizens rose up en masse and protested in 
a manner so emphatic, that all the lamps 
were soon dispensing light once more, in 
the face of which fact the present Board 
of Trustees wou]d hardly feel justified in 
again turning off the electricity. 

By all means, as ‘‘Taxpayer"’ writes, ‘let 
the taxes be cut down to a mimimum,” and 
“let's have an interchange of opinion, both 
editorial and from the people,’’ but let’s 
get atit inthe right way. Let generali- 
tics be dispensed with, and dismiss qués- 
tions that have already been scttled beyond 
the peradventure of a doubt, as in the mat- 
ter of street lighting. Then, if any tax- 
payer feels that the taxes are too high, as 
they undoubtedly are, let him offer some 
specific and practical plan of remedy, and 
let him show that he possesses some 
courage of conviction by signing his name 
under cover, u 
ecutive ability of those at present at the 
helm of municipal affairs. 

A STIR OVER JACK RABBITS. 

A good deal of contumely and ignominy 
and all that sort of thing have been heaped

SENSATIONAL STORY. 


Mysterious Circumstances of a Boy's 
Fatal Liiness. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of 
Wednesday publishes the following sen- 
sational story as a special dispatch 
from Pittsburgh, Pa., under date of the 
13th: 


Four years ago Joseph Guthrie, a civil 
engineer, died on a farm near Latrobe, Pa., 
leaving his propertv in such shape that his 
infant son would inherit about $50,000. A 
year or more agv the child became ill, and 
subsequently it was supposed that he was 
being slowly poisoned. Greatefforts were 
made to save the little fellow's life. 

The mother finally took the child to Cali- 
fornia, hoping that a change of climate 
would restore his health, but it was of no 
use. The little one was doomed, and last 
week he died from the effects of pneumonia 
andan abscess of the stomach. The ab- 
scess js supposed to have been the resultof 
poison. Mrs. Guthrie ison her way home 
from the West with the corpse. 

When the child first became ill he said 
some one had given him a peculiar liquid 
to drink, but he would not tell who the per- 
son was. 

The boy diedin Pasadena, Cal. The per- 
son who is suspected of administering the 
poison to the child is nota relative, but one 
who hoped to share in the inheritance. It 
is doubtful if the poisoner wiil ever be 
brought to justice. | 


HE WILL NOT RESIGN. 


Justice Field Will Not Retire from the 
P Supreme Bench. 
A, Washington special to the San 
Francisco Examiner of Tuesday says: 


The rumor that Justice Field is going to 
resign during Harrison's term to spite 
Cfevelang is without foundation. Jastice 
Field is 76 years old, and it is fifty-five 
years since he was deemed competent to 
become a member of the bar. He will not 
resign at this time, nor will he resign until 
he becomes unable to perform the duties of 
his office. He told your correspondent to- 
day, not tor publication, but in ordinary 
conversation, thouch that did not make his 
remarks any more emphatic—that Judge 
Field is perfectly well, except for the 
trouble in his knee. and that is not’a mem- 
ber necessary to his judicial competence. 
He has no candidates for office and will not 
have any when Cleveland takes his seat, 
nor will he oppose the ambition of any man 
from his State. He looks forward to an 
active life on the bench till the end comes, 
and he does not wish to draw any salary 
from the United States that he does not 
earn. 

The most important decision given by the 
court for months—that restoring the lake 
front of Chicago to the people, and taking 
it from a railroad company that had never 
properly acquired it—was from his pen, 
and in five cases today he wrote opinions, 
He has outlived his generation. There are 
only two members of the bur of California 
who were with him when he began his ca- 
reer, and no member of the bench. He has 
no organic disease, has lived a sober life,

THE CHOO FONG CASE. 


Holmes in Fresno. 


He Will Be Required to Show Cause Why 


served with notice to appear 
Judge Holmes, of the Superior Cotrt of 
Fresno county, to show cause why he 
should not be punished for contempt. 
This is the result of the Choo Fong Chi- 
nese case, and the officer will have no 
trouble in convincing Judge Holmes 
that he was not in contempt, and that 
no disrespect was intended his tribunal. 

In regard to the dismissal of the case 
against the notorious highbinder, Ah 
Him, by the District Attorney's office, 
while the matter has been delayed by 
this action, it has not been settled by 
any means. The grand jurv is still in 
session, and it is beleived that facts can 
be laid before that body that will result 
in one or more indictments being 
found. It can be shown that one 
Chinaman and three white men ab- 
ducted the Chinese woman Choo Fong, 
and the names of the men can also be 
given. It can be further shown that 
the woman was taken to a house on 
Boyle Heights, where her jewelry and 
good clothing weretaken from her. The 
hackman who hauled the woman and the 
men to the place has been located, and 
at least three white men can be pro- 
duced who heard him admit that he did 
so. It can be shown that the woman 
was held for a reward, in defiance of 
law, although her custodian was a 
peace officer of the county, and that she 
was not returned until arrangements 
for the payment of a reward had been 
made, notwithstanding the fact that the 
statutes specifically state that a pris- 
oner (and the officerin question held a 
warrant for the woman's arrest) shall 
be taken at once betore the nearest 
magistrate for examination. 

It can also be shown that $50 in cash 
was paid, and a note for $150 given, 
whereupon the woman was produced 
and delivered tothe officers near the 
power house on Boyle Heights, and that 
atthattime ber jewelry was missing 
and the clothing she wore when shé was 
taken away had disappeared. The 
identical note given can be produced, 
as the Chinaman who gave it has 
already been notified by a collection 
agency that it has been placed in their 
hands for collection. Other facts can 
-be laid before the grand jury showing 
‘that there has been a breach of the 
law, and a state of affairs will be shown 
to exist that will openthe eyes of the 
people to the nefarious slave traffic 
that is carried on in Chinatown. S 

As tothe dismissal of the Ah Him case, 
this was done by telephone from the 
District “Attorney's office without con- 
sultation with the arresting officer, no 
inquiries being made as to what evidence 
was in their possession. J. M. Damron, 
who has represented Ah Him since the 
services of Cheeney & Cronin were dis- 
pensed with by the Chinamen, which 
was immediately after the woman left 
the mission, was at the District Attor- 
ney’s office, where a conference was 
had with Assistant District Attorney 
McComas, as a result of which the tele- 
phone message was sent to the Police 
Court to dismiss the cases for lack of 
evidence, which was done. Mr. Mc- 
Comas is represented as afterward 
having stated to Bosqui that this action 
was taken after consultation witn 
Deputies Phibbs and Diehl. Yester- 
day afternoon District Attorney Mc- 
Lachlan is quoted as having stated to 
Bosqui that such could not have been 
the case, as Phibbs was at home sick 
and Diehl was not at tbe office, and 
when toldthe facts, is said to have re- 
plied that he was sorry, but it could not 
now be helped, as it wasa mistake of 
one of his deputies. Just what further 
steps will be taken are not known. 
Some months ago there was a scandal 
caused by the dismissal of two burg-

lary charges against a young man 
named Johnson, who had been held to 
answer before the Superior Court, and 
who was allowed to plead guilty to 
petty larceny, pay a small fine and 
leave the country.

A Rather Peculiar Civil Action Institated 
to Determine the Validity of a 
Marriage—Today's Calendar— 

Court Notes. 


The trial of the Ah Yung murder case, 
which was based upon one of the most 
atrocious crimes in the annals of this or 
any other State, was concluded, with 
the conviction of the defendant, in De- 
partment One yesterday afternoon. 
The whole of the morning session was 
consumed by Attorney Guthrie in ad- 
dressing the jury on behalf of the de- 
fendant. The learned counsel pointed 
out the discrepancies in the chain of 
evidence forged by the prosecution, 
laying particular stress upon the ab- 
sence of any direct evidence coninecting 
the defendant with the fearful crime 
which had been laid at his door, the 
unreliability of ciccumstantial evidence 
in such matters, and the fact that a de- 
fendant was entitled, under the law, to 
an acquittal in case of a reasonable 
doubt as to his guilt, closing witha 


strong appeal for clemency. After 
lunch Attorney Appel closed the 
argument with characteristic- 
ally forcible speech, and the Court 
thereupon instructed the jury, and 
submitted the matter to that body, 
which retired for deliberation at 


8:50 o’clock. Twenty minutes later 

the jurors filed into court, and after the 

usual preliminaries, Foreman Coffin 

read the verdict which had been agreed 

upon, as follows: 

People of the State of California, plaintiff, 
vs. Ah Yung, defendant. 

We, the jury inthe above entitled action, 
find the defendant guilty of murder in the 
first degree. GrORGE F. Corrtn, 

Foreman. 

The jurors were then discharged. and 
the defendant remanded to the custody 
of the sheriff to ensure his appearance 
when called upon to receive sentence. 

The defendant received tne news 
with the stolidity so characteristic of 
his race, but his counsel expressed him- 
self as confident of his ability to secure 
a new trial for his client on the ground 
that the Court had omitted, in giving 
its instructions to the jury, to instruct 
that body as to its being required by 
law to prescribe the punishment in case 
of a conviction. 

Upon this point, however, the Su- 
preme Court of this State has explic- 
itly held that ‘‘a defendant cannotcom- 
plain of the failure of the Court to in- 
struct the jury upon a particular point, 
if he fails toask for au instruction upon 
that point.”’ (People vs. Haun, 44 Cal., 
96; People vs Ah Wee, 48 Cal., 286.) 

The section of the Pena! Code which 
prescribes the punishment for homi- 
cide is as follows: 

190. Punishment for Murder.—Sec. 190. 
Every person guilty of murder in the first 
degree shall suffer death or confinement in 
the State Prison for life, at the discretion 
ot the jury trying the same; or upon a plea 
of guilty, the Court shall determine the 
same; andevery person guilty of murder 
in the second degree is punishable by im- 
prisonment inthe State Prison not less 
than ten years. 

Appended to this section is the follow- 
ing note which should permanently dis- 
sipate all doubt in the mind of the de- 
fendant, or his attorney, on the point 
above referred to: 

1. Discretion of the Jury.—If the jury 
agree thatthe defendant is guilty of mur- 
derin the first degree, but cannot agree 
that the punishment shall be imprisonment 
for life, or if they do not declare What the 
punishment shall beeuch imprisonmeutt, it 
is the duty of the Court to pronounce judg- 
mentof death. The jury need not deciare 
that death shall be inflicted; if the verdict 
is silent in respect to the penalty, the Court 
must pronounce the death sentence. (Peo- 
ple vs. Welch, 49 Cal., 174.)

Many a sleeper in the vicinity of the

At the first streak of dawn one and 
all of the feathered tribe, from the 
brilliantly-piumed peacock down to the 
towsly little frizzled chicks, began their 
morning herald in as many varied 
chirps and caws until the hall resounded 
with a perfect babel of discordant 
noises. Even the pouting white 
pigeons gave vent toa melancholy coo as 
they shook out their ruffled feathers, and 
the speckled guinea fowl contributed 
their imploring chirps to swell the din. 
And thus it went on until feeding time 
arrived, when the hungry birds stowed 
away kernels of wheat, corn and smaller 
seeds until thoroughly filled, and then 
lapsed back into a contented quiet, 
opening a sleepy eye now and then to 
gaze at the inquisitive visitor or bestow 
a warning pick upon the hand ‘that 
ventured for too close examination.

SAN PEDRO HARBOR. 


Prof. Davidson's Expert Views—Estimated 
Cost of the Breakwater.

ct of stockings the other day in Lon- 
don with Charles Lee, the court hodsier, 
he brought out some beautiful ones that 
were being prepared for the trousseau 
of the Princess Marie of Edinburg. 
Quite fihe enough they look—all woven 
on purpose for her down in Nottingham- 
shire, where, it is said, they,make the 
best stockings in the world, and where 
the factories are jealously guarded for 
fear that French or German shall steal 
the secrets of this make. 

For the ordinary wear these royal 
hose were of heavy black spun silk, just 
finished off at the toe with a thread of 
white. For finer wear there was finer 
silk, black also, woven in various ribs, 
regular or clustered. A very. taking 
novelty among them is one of plain 
weave, black outside and red inside. 
When not stretched the stocking is 
black, but when stretched it shows red 
between the lines, and when most 
stretched itis most red, producing a 
sort of changeable effect to match the 
novelty cloths of the season. 

Some hose had recently been com- 
manded from Balmoral to be made and 
taken to Buckingham palace against 
the Queen's return totown. I was for- 
tunate enough to get a iook at them, 


though they are very much like other 


people's stockings, of black silk. Her 
Majesty is very extravagant in the 
matter of stockings, never putting on 
any that have been washed. 

The/vest wearing stocking—the royal, 
purvevor is my authority—is the ribbed 
Balbriggan. It is made of the finest 
American cotton mixed with a small 
quantity. of Egyptian cotton, carded, 
spooled and woven in England. Some 
cashmere stockings are sold for winter, 
but the ordinary choice is black ribbed 
Balbriggan or heavy spun silk. Some 
peopie imagine that aspun silk stocking 
is‘an inferior quality of silk stocking. 
This isa mistake. It is of coarser and 
barder-twisted threads. 

Always buy with your stockings, when 
possible, a skein of silk of the same 
weave; but Balbriggan should be darned 
with spun silk, as the skeined cotton 
sola will wash out of color. 

In the matter of washing, direct your 
laundress to use plain white soap lather, 
with soft water if possible; not to wring 
but to roll them in a dry cloth and press 
the moisture out, and afterward to dry 
them as rapidly as possible. This 
method will preserve the fabric and the 
color. 

Stockings wear out so appallingly 
fast in comparison with other garments 
that the question is well raised whether 
the ravages are greatest from acids 
given off by the foot and confined by 
the shoe, or from the rubbing they get 
in the laundry. There. are those who 
believe they-.are best preserved by be- 
ing washed after oneday’s wear, and at 
least one womian avers that a good silk 
stocking so treated will last indefi- 
nitely. 

A low shoe is better for the stockiig 
than the high one, as it permits a cir- 
culation of air about the toot.

RESTORED LANDS. 


Numerous Applications for Informa- 
tion Received by Attorneys, 


‘Nothing Known as Yet at the Land Office 


in This City—What the Southern 
id Pacitic Land Agent Says of 
the Decision. 


While it cannot be said that there is 
anything new in the’ situation as re- 
gards the lands so long claimed by the 
Southern Pacific, and recentiy declared 
forfeited by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, as has been published, 
there has been no decrease in the inter- 
est taken by the public, and all informa- 
tion bearing on the subject is eagerly 
sought after.. Every attorney in the 
city who has been identified with land 
matters has been besieged with appli- 
cants for information, while inquiries 
by mail have very largely increased. 
At the United States Land Office there 
have beech a number of inquirers, bat, 
of course, nothing could be stated an- 
thoritatively until advices are received 
from the General Land Office at Wash- 
ington. The following notice wag con- 
spicuously posted in several places akout 
the office yesterday, which, it will be 


seen, gives no information beyond what 
is generally known, and which is per- 
haps just as well, as the local authori- 
ties can donothing without instructions 
from headquarters. The notice as 
posted is as follows: 


Notice is hereby given that the railroad 
lands covered by the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States of De- 
cember 12, 1892, are still reserved and not 
open to entry, and will not be so opened ua-

AT RAILROAD HEADQUARTERS, 

The San Francisco Examiner of 
Wednesday gives the following as the 
statement ofthe Southern Pacific offi- 
cials at headquarters: 


Fourth and Townsend street people, in 
speaking about the dispatch in yesterday's 
paper tothe effect thatthe United States 
Supreme Court has decided that the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company has no title 
to the lands in the landgrang of the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Company where the grant to 
the former company overlaps or crosses 
the grant to the other country, say that the 
decision does not finally dispose of the liti- 
gation arising out of the overlapping 
grants. According to them theré are snits 
now before the same tribunal which affect 
these lands, and which may not be decided 
for a year or more. 

The whole amount of land in dispute is 
placed by them at not less than 750,000 
and not more than 1,000,000 acres, Had 
not peculiar provisionsin the two grants 
been made in California the amount would 
have been approximately 3,000,000 acres. 
In California the Atlantic and Pacific was 
only given the odd sections for twenty miles 
on either side of a road from The Needles 
due west to the Pacific Ocean, with an addi- 


side. Agrantof the same mileage on either 
side was given the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, but in the adjoining Territories it, as 
well as the Atlantic and Pacific, was given 
a grant of every odd section for forty miles 
on either side of the road and an additional 
ten-mile indemnity limit on either sice. 

Jerome Madden, land agent of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company, had this to 
say on thesubjectyesterday: United 
States Supreme Court's decision dealt only 
with cases 68, 88, 177 and 178 consoli- 
dated. Case 68 pertained to the title of 
1401.6 acres in San Bernardino county, 
and case 88 affected 320 additional acres 
in the same county. Case 178 related to 
640 acres in Los Angeles county, and case 
177 referred to 2550.4 acres in the same 
county. Combined. these four cases that 
have been decided against the railroad, 
affect adversely its title to 4912 acres or 
thereabouts. That is all there is to the de- 
cision asI understand it. Other cases are 
betore the same court involving the rail- 
road's title to other portions of the over. 
lapping grants which may be decided within 
ayear. The amount of land involved in 
the overlapping grants is not over 750,000 
acres.”’ 

It appears that the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road made a plea that whereas the Atlantic 
and Pacitic Company did not file its map of 
definite location in California until after 
the Southern Pacific Railroad was given its 
grant, the latter should hold good in its 
entirety. especially after the other company 
forfeited its grant by a failure to build its 
road. The Atlantic and Pacific got its land 
grant in 1866, but did not file fits map of 
definite location in California until 1872. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad got its land 
grant in April, 1871. 


VEGETABLE SHIPMENTS. 


An Industry that Receives Too Little 
Attention. 
[San Diego Union.] 

In response to inquiries addressed by 
the Union to General Manager K. H. 
Wade, of the Southern California Rail- 
way Company, that gentleman writes 
that for the year ending November 30 
the Southern California forwarded to 
the East 1049 carsof vegetables. Of 
that number only twenty-three went 
from San Diego, the balance being 
taken from Orange, Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino counties, the larger 
number, however, being from Los An- 
geles. This is a most unpleasant reve- 
lation for San Diego producers, 
who should actively compete for 
the Eastern trade in winter veg- 
etables. As Mr. Wade pertinently 
says: The cultivation of vegetables is 
one of the strongest points or factors in 
the immediate future development of 
this territory. Thevolume of this 
traffic has now increased to a point 
where it is not experimental, and peo- 
ple are as sure of fair returns as they 
would be in the Eastern States. There 
will be seasons when this crop will have 


| but litthe market value, as there are in 


Illinois years when the corn crop will 
hardly pay for the labor of gathering it, 
stilithe corncrops of the Mississippi 
Valley are the great source of wealth, 
and from them principally is derived 
the revenue which supports the farming 
class in that section.

LOOKING INTO FUTURITY. 


The American Pacific Opportunity As 
Viewed By Eastern Eyes. 
{Kennebec (Me.) Journal, Nov. 17, 1892.) 


It is @n accepted truism that nations | 


as well as individuals have their oppor- 
tunities and duties, andthat the neg- 
lect of them through indolence or 
cowardice surely brings their retribu- 
tion in one form or another. Rich 
fields inthe hands of the slothful bring 
forth ‘little fruit, or soon pass under 
the control of those who have the in- 
telligence and force toimprove them. 


}Itisno inflation of language to say, 


that no other nation of the world has 
such opportunitiés for prosperity and 
greatness as the United States. Our 
country isof such vast extent and of 
such enormous resources’ that citizens 
of the Atlantic States are liable 
to ignore or underestimate the 
importarce and extent of the Pa- 
cific States. Consider that since the 
completion of four or five transcon- 
tinental lines of railroad, two-fifths 
of the area of the United States ontlet 
on the Pacific. These States and Ter- 
ritories, which outlet on the vast West- 
ern ocean, will some day have a popu- 
lation of 150,000,000 of souls, and in 
the near future will have resources of 
men and money equalto what England 
had, when, under the younger Pitt, she 
was a powerful, if not acontrolling, fac- 


torin the of Eu- 
rope. This Pacific side of the Ameri- 
can Republic, stretching from North 


Alaska to South California, a coast line 
of 1000 miles, without including the 
1700 miles of shore line of Puget 
Sound, is to have a development of agri- 
cultural, lumber, fisheries and mineral 
riches, out of which will flow streams of 
commerce, which neither the imagina- 
tion nor cold figures can well cover.at 
the presenttime. With the Nicaragua 
Canal constructed and controlled as a 
part of our shore line, the two halves of 
the Union would be united bv iron and 
water ways on which the forces of 
steam, electricity and American enter- 
prise cau work their exchanges of prod- 
ucts, their agencies of industry and 
their transits of population in such stu- 
pendous proportions, of which present 
nations and former ages present no par- 
allel. 

Inthe front of these vast Pacific 
States extends the immense ocean of the 
Pacific, more than twice the dimensions 
ofthe Atlantic, a magnificent plain of 
water, reaching to China and Japan, 
arith their 400,000,000 of people, say- 
ing nothing of the great Australian re- 
public, which already counts her mill- 
ions. Across this vast Pacific plain 
must be for all time the Water roads 
along which will move the commerce of 
many hundreds of millions of people. 
Anchored firmly between the two great 
oceaus, America divides with Europe 
the commerce of the Atlantic, Europe 
baving the advantage by number,@osi- 
tion and prestige. But on the great 
Western ocean America can easily take 
the lead and hold it securely against all 
competitors. Todo this she must im- 
prove her opportunities. Sloth and 
cowardice never win anything worth 
having. Time waits neither for in- 
dividuals .nor nations. Success is for 
those whodare. Inthisimmense area of 
water between America and Asia are 
innumerable islands, so needful to the 
future commerce between the two great 
continents, The most of these islands 


_are now possessed by England, France 


and Spain, Germany but recently forc- 
ing her grasping hand into the arena. 
Owing tothe patriotic fidelity of the 
American Missionary Board and its 
faithful agents, and to the watchful- 
ness of American statesmen, from Dan- 
iel Webster to those of the present 


‘time, the Hawaiian Islands have not 


passed under a European flag. Greedy, 
grasping and sometimes insulting, as 
have been our rivals as to American in- 
terests in these islands, they are not 
yet lost to us, and their business neces- 
sities and the sympathies of their citi- 
zens are still with their American neigh- 
bors. Itneeds not the naval and the 
miltary expert to tell the importance of 


these islands to the United States. ‘They 


front our coasts. They are sufliciently 
near the gateways of our rapidly-rising 
Pacific cities to feel the pulses of 
American enterprise and to contribute 
to American prosperity and power. It 
is to repeat the opinion of the most in- 
telligent commercial, naval and military 
men to say that the Hawaiian Islands 
are the key to the North Pacific. Coal- 
ing stations, feeding places, are indis- 
pensable to American commerce on 
great oceans. It is the veriest folly to 
think or talk otherwise. The time is 
near When we must decide who shail 
hold these islands as a part of their na- 
tional territory. It isnot possible for 
them much longer to remain alone. 
Their people and the United States will 
soon be compelled by circumstances 
and events tp decide whether the 
Hawaiian Islands will have unity, liberty 
and utonomy withthe United States, or 
become a colonial possession of a 
European power. What Webster, Clay- 
ton and Marcy saw forty years ago, and 
Seward, Fish and Blaine, and the ad- 
ministrations they represented clearly 
perceived, may now well be carefully 
considered by the American people. 
The centire area of the islands is 
about 6000 square miles. In addition 
to sugar, which is now much the largest 
product, the soil and climate are ad- 
mirably adapted to raising rice, ba- 
nanas, oranges, coffee, grapes and 
other crops. Well governed and prop- 
erly developed, they are capable of sus- 
taining a population of 300,000 to 
400,000. There are extensive ranches 
for the raising of sheep and cattle, so 
as to be capable of supplying steamers 
and other vessels both in peace and 
war. The two harbors of Honolulu and 
Pearl City, about six miles apart, are 
entered by narrow channels, are closely 
backed by mountains, so as to be made 
impregnably defensible at not large ex- 

nse. Their ultimate possession by 
the United States is of the utmost im- 
portance to American commerce in the 
Pacific, which promises vast develop- 
ment, if wisely cared for and without 
too much delay. Shall Americans sleep 
while others are awake to-.take from 
them these natural advantages? Time 
and tide wait neither for men nor 
nations.

THE CONFEDERACY. 


HOW THURLOW WEED BALKED 
‘LOUIS NAPOLEON, 


Contributed to the Times. 

A tall man, wearing a heavy coat and 
carrying a large grip-sack, boarded one 
of the ocean steamshipsin New York 
city in the early days of the civil war. 
He was received by the captain with 
such courtesy as showed that he was a 
distinguished passenger. He was taken 
to a stateroom immediately. The 
steamship was tosail within five min- 
utes. Very few of the passengers had 
seen this man and none had recognized 
him. 

On the pier was an official of the cus- 
tom house, then a deputy collector, but 
now well known as ex-Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James. Col. James was turning to 
return to his office,.when a man rushed 
up to him in great excitement and 
asked him if he had seen Thurlow 
Weed, 

“He has gone aboard the steamer,”’ 
said Col. James. 

“It is of the highest importance that 
I see him,’ replied the excited man, 
and then he whispered in Col. James’s 
ear. 

A moment later Col. James crossed 
the gangplank in great haste, went to 
Mr. Weed’s cabin, for he was the tall 
man who had been received by the 
captain, and, a moment later, reap- 
= with the distinguished politi- 
cian. 

The gentleman who had sought with 
so much earnestness Mr. Weed went 
half way up the gangplank to meet 
him. The steamer’s whistle was sound- 
ing, the sailors stood at either end of 
the plank ready to pull it ashore. The 
gentleman gave Mr. Weed a paper, say- 
ing: “Im case a great emergency 
arises, go immediately to the address 
which is written on this paper.’’ There 
was no time for further explanation. 
Mr. Weed returned to the steamer’s 
deck, Col. James and the messenger to 
the pier, and then this man said to Col. 
James: ‘It is, perhaps, a fortunate ac- 
cident that I met you.”’ 

When Mr. Weed returned to his state- 
room he opened the paper and saw that 
it contained nothing more than the*ad- 
dress of a man living in Paris. 

Mr. Weed had heen sent by President 
Lincoln with two other eminent men as 
special ambassadors to represent the 
Government of the United States at 
certain European courts. The object 
of the mission is now known, but was 
not then, to the public. It was to do all 
proper things to prevent the recogni- 
tion of the Southern Confederacy by 
Great Bgitain and France. 

Some weeks later Mr. Weed received 
in his apartments in a Parisian hotel 
gentleman .who brought him news of 
the most startling character. 

Said this man: ‘‘Louis Napoleonina 
day or two is going to recognize the 
Southern Confederacy. He willsenda 
message to the French legislative body 
making such announcement.”’ 

Mr. Weed was thunderstruck. He 
knew that this man who brought him 
such news could not be misinformed, 
and he also believed that the recogni- 
tion of the Confederacy bv France at 
that time would be a serious blow to the 
Federal Government. He was in des. 
pair for a while. He went to the 
American Minister, who did not credit 
the report. He returned to his hotel, 
and then of a sudden remembered the 
address which had been so mysteriously 
given to him in New York. Intuitively 
he connected that address with the 
present emergency, and, calling a car- 
riage, drove to the place indicated in it. 
There he was received by the gentle- 
man whose name was on the paper—a 
Frenchman named Loubat, who was a 
warm friend of the United States, and 
who, by reason of his relation to Duc de 
Morney, Napoleon's Prime Minister, 
had peculiar facilities for private infor- 
mation and also some influence at court. 

Loubat declared that the news which 
Mr. Weed had received was true. 
“But,’’? he said, “it is not too late to 
prevent the recognition of the Confed- 
eracy by Napoleon.’’ 

“lappealto you to show me how,” 
said Mr. Weed. 

**Take this letter,’? said Loubat, as he 
was writing one, ‘‘go with it to the ad- 
dress named, ask to see a certain docu- 
ment andto take a copy of it. Then 
return here.” 

Mr. Weed did as he was directed. 
The letter which M. Loubat gave him 
procured. for him special facilities at 
the office at which he called. The pa- 
per for which he asked was placed be- 
fore him, and when Mr. Weed read it 
it seemed to him as though he could not 
contain his joy, but must arise and give 
ventto it by cheers. He took the copy 
and within two hours was back again at 
M. Loubat’s apartments. 

An hour later Mr. Weed and M. Lou- 
bat were in the presence of the Duc de 
Morney. Loubat’s influence had se- 
cured an immediate audience with the 
Prime Minister. Mr. Weed was cool, 
but of pleasant manner, as was his 
habit. The Duc was stern and his face 
was like amask. They chatted for a 
few moments on general topics, and 
then Mr. Weed said: ‘I have reason 
to believe that it is the intention of the 
Emperor within two days to recognize 
the Southern Confederacy.” 

“The opinions and beliefs of so emi- 
nent a man as Mr. Weed are, of course, 
a matter of interest,’’ the Duc replied. 

“They may be not only of interest, 
but of importance to you,’’ said Mr. 
Weed. 

“Any suggestions of Mr. Weed are 
of course of importance,’’ the Duc re- 
plied. 

Thus these two geniuses of politics 
fenced for a while, Weed retaining his 
cool, plausible and pleasing manner, 
the Duc being frigid but courteous, and 
every emotion masked behind his in- 
scrutable countenance. 

After a while Mr. Weed, perceiving 
that there was no other method of ap- 
proach, saidtothe Duc: ‘‘Thereis no 
doubt about the intention of the Em- 
peror. He will proclaim recognition in 
his message the day after tomorrow. 
Nevertheless, Ihave called upon you 
because I desire to ask confidentially 
upon what grounds this recognition will 
be given.’’ 

“If it is given as you say it will be,’’ 
the Duc replied, ‘‘it will be because the 
United States Government has block- 
aded some of the Southern ports, 
thereby depriving France of its com- 


merce and threatening its prosperity.’ 


“You will claim, therefore, thata 


“neutral nation has a right to recognize 


a belligerent for such reason, and that 
a natio 
has no right to blockade its ports.’’ 

“That will be the reason,’’ the Duc 
replied, speaking with great sternness. 

“But France is surely not going to 
make itself ridiculous by self-stultifica- 
tion,’’ Mr. Weed replied, ‘‘and it is be- 
cause I supposed that the Emperor had 
overlooked certain things that I have 
called upon you. I desire you to read 
this paper,’ and here Mr. Weed placed 
before the Duc the copy which he had 
obtained two houndefore.. 


Duc read this document through 
with utmosi¥eare. When he finished 
he was v@ty pale. His manner was 


changed. ) Phe mask was dropped, and 
the sogeieton of anxiety was upon his 
face. ang a bell, summoned a

messenger and sent to the office where 
the original document from which the 
copy was made was filed. Soon this 
document was laid before him, and on 
comparison he found the capy was ex- 
act. Then he turnedto Mr. Weed and 
said: “I think I may assure you that 
your fears are groundless. The Em- 
peror will not recognize the Southern 
Confederacy, at present, at least.’’ 
With every manifestation of mutual 
respect the two men séparated, and 
within an hour the Duc was closeted 
with the Emperor. In the evening a 
messenger was sent to London. He ar- 
rived in the early morning. He was 
driven to the office of the London Times. 
He had an official documefit signed by 
the Duc de Morney which he showed to 
the editor. The editor took from his 
drawer a copy of Louis Napoleon’s ad- 
dress, and in the presence of the mes- 
senger struck from ita paragraph in 
which the recognition of the South- 
ern Confederacy was announced, 
for he was ordered to do this ty the 


changed his mind. The address was to 
have been printed in the London Times 
immediately upon its reading in the 
Paris Chamber, and it was expected 
that the announcement that Napoleon 
had recognized the Confederacy wouid 
lead Great Britain to do the same 
thing. 

The editor said informally to the mes- 
senger, ashe went away: ‘That is a vi- 
tal blow at the Confederate cause, for 
it is likely the Confederacy would have 
been established had it recieved the rec- 
ognition of France and England.”’ 

What was the document the reading 
of which caused Napoleon to change 
his mind? ‘ 

It was a treaty entered into betwee 
France and Great Britain many years 
before, in which each nation pledged 
itself to close, blockade and keep for- 
ever closed one of the ports of Holland, 
defending such action on the ground 
that it was necessary for the safety of 
each nation that it should be done. 
The Duc de Morney had  forgot- 
ten that treaty, andso had Napoleon, 
but, of course, as soon as Mr. Weed 
brought it to their.attention, they real- 
ized that it would be impossible to rec- 
ognize the Sothern Confederacy on 
the ground thatthe United States had 
blockaded some of the Southern ports, 
when France had itself for many years 
blockaded a port of Holland. 

After the war was over Mr. Weed, in 
narrating this anecdote, used to say 
that he had many fortunate acci- 
dents in his career, but perhaps none of 
higher importance than that which en- 
abled a mysterious messenger in New 
York to convey to hima message just 
as the steamship was leaving.

Cultivation of the Cherry Tree. 

{[G. T. Powell in New York Rural.] 
The best soil for cherries is a grav- 
elly loam which is naturally well 
drained. The location should be high— 
a hillside rather than level land, to get 
the most perfect circulation of air. For 


cultivated; afterthe trees have come 
into good bearing I would as soon have 
the ground in sward, as the trees should 
not be stimulated too much. Cherry 
trees should stand upon gréund good 
enough to grow fifty bushels of corn to 
the acre and then no fertilizers are re- 
quired. After they have borne several 
crops liberal application of wood ashes 
should be made once in two years, early 
inthe spring. All pruning of cherry 
trees should be done during the first five 
years of their growth; in that time the 
trees should be perfectly shaped and 
thereafter they require no pruning. A 
cherry tree always suffers from prun- 
ing, particularly in cutting large limbs. 
Among sour cherries Early Richmond, 
Montmorency, May Duke; and among 
sweets, Black Tartarian, Black Eagle, 
Brockport Bigarreau, Napoleon Bigar- 
reau, Downer’s Late Red and Windsor 
are among the leading ‘and best varie- 
ties. I know of no varieties that have 
run outif they received suitable care 
and cultivation. I use five and ten- 
pound handle baskets, also ten-pound 
boxes packed in crates, six boxes to a 
crate. These are faced, as the fruit is 
put up in California. With care the 
cherry is among the best for profitable 
cultivation. 


Southern farmers now begin to be- 
lieve that the hated Bermuda grass is 
their friend, not their enemy. It 
spreads persistently in cultivated fields, 
like the quack grass of Northern farm- 
ers. It is bad for the cotton-grower, 
doubtless, but Southern farmers see 
that they cannot afford to depend on 
cotton alone. Bermuda grass affords 
them a coarse forage, as nutritious as 
orchard grass or timothy, and almost 
the only thing that will furnish forage 
which will endure the hot, dry climate 
of the Southern States.—jThe Amer- 
ican Cultivator.

Public improvements are needed, par- 
ticularly in the city of Tucson, that can- 
not be forwarded until the Harrison 
act, setting a limitof 4 per cent. on 
public indebtedness in the Territories, 
is set aside, by making a State of Ari- 
zona. By Statehood theschool and uni- 
versity land that would at once become 
available would about wipe out the 
school and university taxes, especially 
the latter. “Inthe case of the public 
schools it is more likely that these lands 
would be devoted to increasing the pub- 
lic school facilities of the new State 
and thus meet an additional tax that 
must be met, and thatatonce. Enough 
of these public lands will come to the 
new State to richly endow every public 
institution in it, such as the prison, in- 
sane asylum, university, normal school 
and a reformatory school for children, 
and others, which is now badly needed 
and will be the next public institution 
to be provided unless it should be de- 
cided to provide a branch prison for the 
northern end of the Territory. At any 
rate, our advance in population, educa- 
tion, intelligence and wealth, will bring 
with it new and important public de- 
mands, and these demands will be met 
by new taxes. The only way to prop- 
erly and successfully meet these things 
is to secure Statehood, and with it: se- 
cure all the arid lands tothe State the 
Government at Washington is willing to 
give—and there is a general dispos:tion 
to turn all the arid unoccupied lands 
over to the new States from this time 
forward. 

As to the average intelligence of 
Arizona, the Gazette says: ‘‘At the 
late election held in Arizona, the Aus- 
tralian ballot system came into use the 
first time, and in the Pheonix precinct, 
where 1400 votes were cast, only four 
men out of this large number were un- 
able to read and write. And out of the 
1400 baliots cast only three were 
thrown out on account of irregularity 
in filling out. Arizona stands as the 
peer of any State in the Union as re- 
gards educational qualifications and in- 
telligence, and her people are as well 
qualified to assume the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of free American citizens 
as any portion of this Republic of ours.”’ 

The case is undoubtedly different in 
New Mexico, where the proportion of 
Mexican population is much larger. 
According to Delegate Joseph, they 
want to use Spanish in their schools, 
which is fought in Washington, while 
such a desire has not been generally 
expressed in Arizona in years. It is 
anxiously desired in Arizona that our 
progress toward Statehood be not im- 
peded by our running mate, but it is be- 
lieved that the two shall go into the 
Union together. 

Brick are in demand ‘in Arizona. 
Thus waileth the Tempe News: “A 
brick! A brick! My kingdom for a 
brick!’ in lots of 100,000 and up- 
ward. Such is the cry we hear from 
all sides. Dealers had brick to throw 
‘at the birds when no demand existed, 
and were seeking for contracts to burn 
from one to ten millions. Now that 
the demand exists, it is next to impossi- 
ble to procure a proper supply; in fact 
today no better field for brick makers 
offers than Tempe, as most all build- 
ings are being built of brick. 

The Kingman Miner says: If some- 
one would burn a kiln of 100,000 or 
200,000 brick a ready sale could be 
had forthem. The new block on the 
corner of Front and Fourth streets will 
vse about 100,000 brick in its con- 
struction. Other smaller buildings 
would use brick. and the success of the 
undertaking assured from the start. 

The folloying item froma Pheonix 
newspaper applies equallv in Tuscon: 

There is got a hotel or other house of 

ublic entertainment in this valley that 
snot full of people. Mesa City and 
Tempe, as well as Phoenix, have their 
public resorts full and are building 
more. Phoenix has her public and 
every private house that will takea 
boarder, occupied to their extent, and 
yet travel does not really setin heavy 
to Phoenix till after t he opening of the 
new year; at least, such has been the 
experience of each winter in the past. 

This is the way the public lands of 
Arizona are going: 

The Tuscon Citizen says: For the 
year ending November 30, 1892, there 
were 181,818 acres of land filedon in 
the Tuscon office. Of this amount 
117,475 were taken up under the Des- 
ert act, 52,629 acres under the Home- 
stead act and 10,714 acres as cash en- 
tries. This includes original and final 
entries, This ona rough estimate ag- 
gregates anareaof land nearly fifty 
mileslong by six miles wide. Truly 
the dreaded deserjs of Arizona willsoon 
be hidden underWorchards and grain 
fields. 

Yuma’s latest agricultural marvel is 
the picking of the fourth crop of figs 
there, while the fifth crop is just be- 
ginning to turn. The fruit is the blue 
fig of the old missions, very sweet and 
delicious. 

The Sentinel is authority forit that 
a large company of Japanese capitalists 
have offered to take all the lands 
owned by Gen. G. Andrade, near Yuma, 
at his price, paying cash for them, and 
npon which they propose to settle hun- 
dreds of families of their coantrymen, 
who will devote their energies to rais- 
ing cotton, tobacco, hemp, rice. sugar, 
cane, sugar beets and semi-tropical 
fruits. The General replied to their 
offer, that if the lands were not taken 
by ex,Senator Fair, or the Pennsyl- 
vania capitalists now negotiating for 
them, they could havethe lands at their 
offer. 

A Mexican miner at a mine near Cas- 
tle Dome fell 160 feet down a mine 
shaft and still lives. The ladder in the 
shaft was rotten and gave way with 
him. A companion almost shared his 
fate, saving himself by clinging tothe 
sideofthe shaft. 

There isa lack of faithin the mili- 
tary in Arizona. A party of old Indian 
fighters is being organized in Southern 
Arizona, who hope to capture Kid and 
_ his band, as well as the rewards offered 
‘by Gov. Murphy. =

again.

During the month of November 186 
carloads of cattle were shipped from 
Willcox, in the heart of the Arizon cat- 
tle country. The stock went to Califor- 
nia, Nevada, Kansas and Texas. The

At the Arizona Copper Company's plant 
at Globe three furnaces are now con- 
stantly in blast, and the recent advance 
in the price of copper gives a hopeful 
outlook to the immediate future.

leaves Tucson annually for China. 

The Florence Tribune says: Our 
sportsmen have great fun going to the 
reservoir and tryipg to shoot ducks. 
Each duck brought represents an ex- 
penditure of about $1 in ammanition 
and ail the man’s hope of salvation. 

Last week the water was turned in 
what is known as the Cottomwood ditch, 
which furnishes water for the irriga- 
tion of land at the Sacaton agency. It 
is six miles long and carries enough wa- 
ter to irrigate 1000 acres of land. 

Frank Wright brought in a bar of 
gold valued at $2500 yesterday from 
his Little Jessie mine. In addition to 
this amount of bullion, he brought in to 
the sampling works about $6000 worth 
of ore and concentrates for shipment.
